COURTS AND THEIR OWNERS.

To say that one little word sometimes has a significance 


out of all proportion to its size is to say nothing new. 
Nevertheless we say it. and apropos of the following edi- 
torial extract from the New York Sun: "Now that he is in 
San Quentin prison with a long sentence to serve, Rue£ 
seems a very small and Inconsequential figure. 
Yet he 


ruled San Francisco despotically for years; owning city leg- 
islatures, executives and courts." The man to whom the 
Sun refers is, Abe Ruef, deposed boss of San Francisco and 
now a convict, and the "one little word" to which we retel- 
ls the word "courts" in the above quotation. Significance j 
is attached to the word "courts1' in this connection .because 
of the Sun's recent attitude on the subject of Arizona's new 
constitution. 


Arizona provides in its constitution for the recall of 


judges and our esteemed Park Row neighbor gave vent to j 
a, solemn warning as to what would surely be the fate of 
this republic if the application of the recall to occupants of 
the bench, after a beginning in Arizona, should spread to j 
other states. And now in the same newspaper we read 
how Boss Ruef owned the courts of San Francisco, and we 
can not help wondering if, in the Sun's estimation, the , 
props of the republic would have tottered and crashed had 
"the people of San Frnncisco possessed the right constitu- 
tionally to recall the Reuf-owned judges who 
comprised 


those courts, and. possessing it. had exercised it fearlessly 
or in the "swift-kick" manner.
